Motto— With tins sign xhdit t/ioit viixjiiet: 
In tlio beginning of thin limt fearful and 


gloriotlfl Will1, whou fho King of I'ru.s-siii HC- 
eoptctl tho volunleor nervieeii of tho bravo 
sons of Germany, ho designated us tho 
highest mark of honor for bis soldiers that 
celebrated ironcrojs which first decorated 
llio breasts of tho warriors of 1SKJ. The 
utorn and uoblo token, around whicb clung 
tho proud recollectipu of tho exaltation of 
Gorman}', wag received with universal ro 
joioing. 


How oftor was it won by bravo soldier 


of every grade—on how many coffins had i 
lain between branches of laurel!

what commendable pride was it worn, tha 
dear iron cross, which reminds us no less 
of our victory than of our ardently desire, 
unity; that unity which is to strengthen u 
for all time, nnd to help build up our Gor 
man empire. 


The sight of this proud decoration o: 


1870, reminds us of tho origin of the iroi 
cross of 1813. It was on tho 10th of March 
ISIS, that King William tho Third of Prus 
siasont for tlio most celebrated nrchiteci 
and designer of his time, Carl Sohinkel 
whoso genius had already attracted the no 
tico of Queen Louisa, when a f o\v years 
previously, as a youug assessor of tho build- 
ing deputation, he had designed autl execu- 
ted several improvements iu tho palaeo.

remembered Queen Louisa in tho sunny 
days of her great prosperity. 


Threo years had already passed since tho 


bravo and royal sufferer had closed her 
eyes. Still in tho deepest sorrow over . her 
fate of her loved land, but tho quiofc grief of 
the king was as great as when he stood with 
his two eldest sous, .Frederick and William, 
at Hoheneieritz, by tho dying bed of tho 
nisst loved of wives nnd touderest of moth- 
ers. Over all hopes of victory hung n 
black cloud—tho thought of her who had 
not lived to see Germany's elevation. With 
bold flights Prussia's eagle had advanced 
toward the sun, but the eyes of her king 
only followed him to sink again and ngniii 
to that grave which enclosed his dearest 
treasure.

colors—the earnest, beautiful iron cross of 
ISl;t, drawn iu memory of a sufferer who 
bore her own cross so bravely nnd hopefully 
in the happy, and snmetime humble, assur- 
ance of n victory in tho right cause ; nnd so 
they conquered under this holy sign from 
the henrt find hnnd of their sorely-tried 
king, tho bravo and daring warriors of 
18M. Still moro grandly fought Germany's 
sons anew in tho struggle with France in 
1870 
nnder tho leadership of the son of 


Frederick ^Viliiam tho Third. In the great 
united empire of Germany, in tho baud of 
tho hero-king William, that iron cross glit- 
tered again as the precious reward of f hose 
faithful oven unto death.
